Mrs. Rich ter states th at y esterday 
sh o rtly after o ne o ’clo ck as sh e was 
p assing o v er th e railro ad at Arth u r 
street >h e saw a baby sitting o n th e 
track and th at sh e p icked it u p . As 
sh e did so a man, su p p o sed to h av e 
eith er been a brakeman o r a h o bo , 
came to wards h er and stated th at h e 
wo u ld take th e ch ild. 
Sh e gav e th e 
baby to h im and h e cau gh t a freigh t 
train th at was p assing. Th e my stery 
is wh o did th e ch ild belo ng to 
and 
wh at was th e reaso n fo r wanting it 
o u t o f th e way . 
“Th e baby was p ro bably 
ten 
o r 
elev en mo nth s o ld” said Mrs. Rich ter 
th is mo rning, “and h ad red h air and 
blu e ey es. Tile ch ild was in th e ('en­ 
ter o f th e main track and as I p icked 
it u p it called me mama. 
Th e ch ild 
was p o o rly dressed and was almo st 
blu e with th e co ld. 
It h ad no sh o es 
o r sto ckings and wo re a v ery th in 
•dress. 
A man dressed in blu e o v er­ 
alls and wearing a stiff h at came ru n­ 
ning to wards me and 
said Met 
me 
h av e th e ch ild. I will p u t an adv er­ 
tisement in th e p ap er and if no o ne 
wants it I wall keep it.’ 
“I h anded th e baby o v er 
to 
th e 
man and ju st th en a train came alo ng 
and h e ju mp ed o n taking th e ch ild 
with h im. I was o n my way back to 
th e sto re fro m dinner and wh en I 
first saw* th e ch ild my first th o u gh t 
was to take it back h o me o u t o f th e 
co ld and th en lo o k fo r its p arents. 
Wh en th e man sp o ke to me I th o u gh t 
it mu st belo ng to h im and h anded it 
o v er.” 
One o f th e mo st p ecu liar featu res 
o f th e case is th at th e p o lice h av e 
no t y et been no tified o f a missing 
baby and fo r th is reaso n th e su p p o si­ 
tio n is th at th e ch ild was left th ere 
p u rp o sely . 
Th e train th at th e ch ild 
was taken fro m th e city o n left h ere 
abo u t two o ’clo ck and was th e east 


bo u nd lo cal. Th e same crew was du e 
back h ere to day o n th e west bo u nd 
lo cal.

Walter Ho ard, 
watch man at th e Arth u r street cro s­ 
sing did no t see any th ing o f a baby 
and knew no th ing o f th e o ccu rrence 
u ntil to ld th is mo rning by Mrs. Rich ­ 
ter. lie was in th e sh anty and as h e 
remembers o nly o ne p erso n 
besides 
Mrs. Rich ter p assed th e cro ssing at 
th e h o u r th e ch ild was su p p o sed to 
h av e been left th ere. 
C. H. & D. o fficials at th e freigh t

W a s Sailing Under False Colors. 


New York . Sep t. 23. —The mu rd erer 
of Anna Au mu ller, the rectory maid 
Mans Schmid t, was a p riest and not a 
lay man, who, for his own p u rp oses, as 
many su sp ected , got p ossession of the 
cred entials of a d ead p riest and mas 
q u erad ed as one with the id ea in v iew 
of hav ing a cloak for his crimes. 
This fact was established at the 
Tombs by the Father Francis Mark er- 
et, a p rofessor in the college of Tech 
ny . 111., who id entified Schmid t as a 
boy hood friend and fellow stu d ent at 
Mainz, 
Germany , 
and 
the 
Hans 
Schmid t who went ou t into the world 
as an ord ained p riest. 
Father Mark eret came from Techny 
at the req u est of Father Lu k e J. Ev ers 
the Catholic chap lain at the Tombs 
who has said that he cou ld not believ e 
that Schmid t the p risoner was Schmid t 
the p riest u ntil someone who really 
k new the latter was able to id entify 
him bey ond any p ossibility of d ou bt. 
“How' d o y ou d o, Hans?” was Father 
Mark eret’s greeting in German. “You 
k now me, d o y ou not?” 
“Yes,” rep lied 
Schmid t, 
"y ou ’re 
Francis. 
Wie gehts?” 
Later Father Mark eret told of his 
boy hood acq u aintance with Schmid t 
He said that as a boy Schmid t was 
v ery p iou s, bu t when he got to be 
abou t twenty y ears old he began to 
show a world }' d isp osition. 
The last 
tw’o y ears of his stu d ies he was at 
Schlettstad t. 
“I think he was in col 
lege u ntil 1899 or 1900," said Father 
Mark eret. “After finishing his stu d ies 
at Schlettstad t. he entered the semi 
nary at Mainz, where he remained two 
y ears. 
Then he got p ermission of the 
bishop of Mainz to stu d y at Mu nich 
Irater he sent me a copy of a p ap er 
which stated that he had been grad u 
ated as a d octor of p hilosop hy . 
He 
retu rned to the seminary at Mainz and 
was ord ained on Christmas, 1906 or 
1907 .

ESSAD PASHA 


New King of Albania Giving 


Cause For Alarm in Europe. 


EUROPE IS ALARMED 
OVER THE SITUATION 


Trouble In the Balkans Just 
Will Bot Down. 


Lond on. Sep t. 23.—The situ ation in 
Albania is cau sing renewed anx iety . 
It is imp ossible to receiv e an u nbiased 
statement of what is hap p ening, as all 
the 
news 
comes 
from 
interested 
sou rces to Vienna, where it is fu rther 
contaminated by the Au strian p reju ­ 
d ice. 
“Comp lete anarchy ” is one v ersion 
o f the situ ation in Albania at p resent. 
Another rep ort has it that Essad Pa­ 
sha, the former Tu rk ish command er at 
Scu tari, who was rep orted to hav e 
been k illed a nu mber o f times, bu t 
who is now minister of finance u nd er 
Ismail Kaemel. has p roclaimed him­ 
self gov ernor general, and that Mou fld 
Bey , the foreign minister u nd er the 
p rov isional gov ernment, is mu stering 
an army to fight him. 
It wras only a 
few d ay s ago that it was rep orted Es­ 
sad Pasha had fled to Du razzo, on the 
coast, and that he had tak en all the 
money in the treasu ry with him. 
lf the trou ble cou ld be confined to 
the new' p rov ince Eu rop e might regard 
it calmly , bu t the worst asp ect of the 
situ ation is the p art which Serv ia is 
rep orted to be p lay ing. 
This is cre­ 
ating the fear that she may rep u d iate 
her p led ges u nd er the treaty of Lon­ 
d on and attemp t to ex tend her terri­ 
tory . Fighting on the frontier between 
Serv ia and Albania is said to be in­ 
creasing in its scop e and intensity . 
Serv ia’s bitter d isap p ointment at be­ 
ing shu t off from the Ad riatic by au ­ 
tonomou s Albania and the Albanian 
d etermination to resist their Serbiza- 
tion seem to be the main factors in 
the trou ble w'hich for this reason is 
far from being welcomed by Au stria. 
The Greek s, too. seem to be getting 
into the Albanian mess by increasing 
the agitation for the incorp oration of 
the Koritza d istrict of Albania in the 
k ingd om of Greece. They hav e seized 
the American mission schools there, 
where abou t IOO Albanian girls are re­ 
ceiv ing instru ction. 
The British con 
su i at Monastir has p rotested v igorou s­ 
ly to the Greek gov ernment on behalf 
of the Americans. 
Peace between Tu rk ey and Bu lgaria 
has not y et been conclu d ed .

Some 
of the piers had been partly washed 
away. The timbers sagged visibly. 
The passengers got out and exam­ 
ined the structure. 
One conserva­ 
tive passenger said there 
were 
50 
chances in IOO that they could get 
across alive. 
Others created enthu­ 
siasm by saying that that was 
too 
low*, that there were 80 or 
even 90 
chances in IOO that they could cross 
in safely. 
As this seemed perfectly satisfac­ 
tory, the 
p a s s e n g e r s 
unanimously

Nothing loth, he pushed

over the trenching structure, the pas­ 
sengers unconcernedly returning to.
